GEORGE WASHINGTON PORTRAIT TRAVELS ON FREEDOM TRAIN 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The portrait of George Washington by Rembrandt 
Peale owned by The George Washington University is part of the precious 
cargo of the American Freedom Train as it travels for 21 months 
nationwide as part of the Bicentennial. 

Acquired by the university in 1955 from Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., 
the portrait was painted before 1850 by Rembrandt Peale, who as a 
young man had painted George Washington from life at the same time that 
his father, Charles Willson Peale, was doing a portrait of the first 
president. In the likeness Peale combined elements of his life portrait, 
done in 1795 $ with elements of those painted by his father and other 
portraitists, as well as aspects of statues of Washington by sculptor 
Jean Antoine Houdon. 

In the Peale portrait, the large head and shoulders are framed by 
an.oval df. Stone spandrels giving the effect of a porthole. This causes 
the portrait to be mistakenly called a "porthole" portrait. 

The work, oil on canvas, is 36 by 29 inches and is signed Rembrandt 
Peale at the lower left. It normally hangs in The George Washington 
University board of trustees room. 

The 22-car red, white, and blue train, carrying some of the 
nation's most treasured documents and artifacts, will be open for public 
viewing in more than 70 cities, within an hour's drive for 90 % of the 
country's population.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Twenty honors scholarships at The George 
Washington University, to be used by students from the Washington 
metropolitan area, have been approved by a resolution of the 
university’s board of trustees. 

These scholarships, of $1000 each, are being established in 
addition to other existing scholarship funds. They are designed 
to aid scholastically able entering freshmen who do not need full- 
tuition scholarships and who may not qualify for federal 
financial assistance. The scholarships will be awarded on the 
basis of scholastic merit and will be continued to deserving 
students in the amount of one thousand dollars a year. 

The establishment of the honors scholarships was recommended 
by the George Washington Faculty Senate. 

The new area honors scholarships will be effective for 
students entering in the fall of 1975.

NEWTOWN SQUARE STUDENT AWARDED FIRST PRIZE 
FOR BOOK COLLECTION 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Ross Becker, son of Arthur and Gloria Becker 
of Newtown Square, Pennsylvania, has been awarded first prize for 
his book collection, entitled the "History of Firefighting," at The George 
Washington University, Washington, D.C. The competition was sponsored 
by the Collection Enrichment Comnittee of the Friends of the George Washington 
University Library. 

Mr. Becker's interest in firefighting began when he was 12 years 
old and worked in a volunteer program for teenagers in the local 
fire department. After this experience he began collecting books 
on firefighting and paraphernalia of firemen. His collection 
extends from 1800 to 1930 with the emphasis on the heyday of firefighting 
(1820-1870) and the major urban conflagrations, such as the Chicago 
fire. He has worked as a research assistant at the Insurance Company 
of North America Museum in Philadelphia and also does restoration of 
fire buckets and fire hats. 

Mtu Becker is presently a freshman at The George Washington 
University and is majoring in Business. His collection is on display 
at the University Library on the second floor until the middle of May.

Washington, D.C. -- Mrs, Cloyd Heck Marvin, 81, widow of the 
late president of The George Washington University from 1927 to 



1959, died Las X-n i ght i) at her home at 2540 Massachu¬ 

setts Avenue, N.W., after a long illness. 

Mrs. Marvin had remained active in the affairs of the university 
in recent years, most notably when in 1971 she contributed $1,500,000 
to the university for a student center named in honor of her husband. 

Mrs. Marvin was born in California and received her A.B. from 
the University of Southern California in mathematics and English. 

She studied also at the New England Conservatory in Boston, did 
graduate work at Columbia University, and was graduated from the 
Peabody Conservatory of Music in Baltimore. 

She taught in high schools in Southern California and lectured 
for several years at Marjorie Webster Junior College. 

Known as a lecturer and editor, she was the organizer and editor 
of The Courier, for many years, the quarterly publication of the 
George Washington University Medical Center. She served for 23 
years as president of the Women's Board of The George Washington 
University Hospital. 
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Mrs. Marvin served twice as national president of the National 
League of American Penwomen (1950 to 1952 and 1956 to 1958). She 
was in large part responsible for the League’s establishment of a 
national clubhouse in Washington and for its establishment of 
scholarships to help talented young women develop in the arts. 

For 11 years, she served as president of the Washington Club, 
and subsequently served on its Board of Governors. She was President 
Emerita of the club. It was during her presidency that the club 
moved into the Patterson mansion on Dupont Circle and a special room 
in the club bears her name. Much of the credit for the fact that the 
property is debt free and has a recent addition to the club building 
goes to Mrs. Marvin. 

Mrs. Marvin was known for her delightful readings from current 
Broadway plays, called "Play Reviews," which she gave throughout the 
Washington area. 

She is the author of Magna Carta Sureties and their Castles , 
published in 1955. 

She served as president of the Faculty Women's Club of The 
George Washington University, and of the Columbian Women of the 
university, an alumnae group which sponsors scholarships for deserving 
women students at George Washington. 

She was president of the Twentieth Century Club; the Washington 
Alumnae Association of the national speech fraternity, Zeta Phi Eta; 
and Pierce Guild. She has served as regent of two chapters of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution in the District of Columbia: 
the Captain Molly Pitcher Chapter; and the Mary Washington Chapter. 

An associate member of the American Newspaper Women's Club, she was 
national patroness of Alpha Iota Sigma. Her other memberships 
included PEO, the Arts Club, the University Women’s Club of the 
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District of Columbia, and the Friday Morning Music Club. 

She was named one of the 12 career women of the nation by the 
Federation of Women's Clubs in 1952. 

In 1958, at the Winter Convocation of The George Washington 
University, she was awarded the honorary degree of Doctor of Humane 
Letters. 

In 1959, Mrs. Marvin was one of eight distinguished Washington 
women to receive a Togetherness Award from McCall's magazine. The 
award was for her participation in family, civic, and community life, 
and for her contributions to the many organizations in which she was 
active. 

She is survived by a son, Cloyd H. Marvin Jr., of Silver Spring, 
Md., and a brother, Mr. George Betts of Los Angeles, Ca.
